The military autuorities are, how- 
ever, reluctant to make any further 
drain upon the best ofllcors iu Canada. 

"It is not true," the correspondent 
adds, "that Indian scouts are going ,to 
the front from Regino." 

Premier Semlin was shown the above 
despatch upon his return to his hotel 
from the meeting of the govornnicnt sup- 
porters shortly before midnight last 
night. It was the first intimatlt^in of any 
k^nd that he had received of Lord Strath-i 
cona's generous and patriotic proposal; 
aud he was prompt to express his appre- 
ciation of the splendid impulses actuat- 
ing the High Commissioner. 

As to the efifect of Lord Strathcona'a 
proposal upon tho British Columbia of- 
fer of a company of mounted scouts* 
unanimously approved by the legisla- 
ture last Thursday, Premier Semlin anti- 
cipates that if this magnificent offer ia 
taken advantage of, it will practically, 
absorb British Columbia's proffer of aidi

taching to equipment aud organization. 
Lord Strathcona woi:ld furnish tho funds 
—British Columbia would give her sons, 
a priceless contribution to the Empire's- 
defence. 

-\h for British Columbia's offer, tele- 
graphed to Premier Laurier one week 
ago yesterday, nothing definite is yet 
known— as to whether .it is . being con- 
sidered, will be accepted, or is regarded 
as merely another token of the unity oC 
Imperial f^liug throughout Greater 
Britain. It was acknowledged, of 
courpe, but beyond this iicknewledge- 
ment.and a ' confidential request lor cer- 
tam details of the provincial proposal, 
nothing has bjsn .heard from Ottawa.

'I'be tests- applied have shows that Griffin 
Is not physically abnormal. He \s clumsy 
oi lu-ovenienl, but this Is llkejy duo to luck 
of eT^erclse. lie has a dazed and often- 
times stupid csprcBslon, but this Is nt- 
irlbuted lo constant prcoccuimtlou. In 
spite lit his exhaustins mental work he 
maintained bIs-stnMifjth. Tdie si'cret of Ibis 
Is thought to be In the fact of his power 
lo sleep lony and dreumle.HSly. He say« 
he rarely dreams of number.s, . and as this 
l.s his only Interest he rarely dreams of 
liny tiling. 

l.lke other rapid calculators Grlftln has 
a. prodlgloUH memory. This memory Is nat- 
urally Bpeclnllzcd for numbers. lie will 
note the unnibers of box cars, -Btreet num- 
bers, -and, In fact, numbers wherever they 
arc found, and will remember them for a 
long time. The number will be the centre 
of his attention, and around It will be 
■grouped the<assoalatlons, Mandl, a French- 
man, could' remember 400 numbers used In 
computation the day before. Buxton, an 
Illiterate Kngllsh calculator, could remem- 
ber the number of glasses-of-iale he had 
been given within forty years- and the clr- 
cumstauces of each time. 

In . regard to numbers Orlffltb Is "eyc- 
mlnded." He sees theni la his mind as If 
tbey were written on u blackboard, rather 
tltun remembering ihem iiy their sound. 
Ills calculating Is almost altogether iloui' 
..without the use of pencil. The entire oper- 
ation Is carried on in bis mind, and he says 
tbat the whole thing appears to him as If It 
were done on a blaiitboard. He can ex- 
tract the .sciur.re root of olx-plnce numbers 
•within four seconds, jmd 4-arcIy requires 
us long as thirty-flve seconds. He will ex 
tract the cube root of nine-place numbers In 
from four to forty-flve • seconds. He 1b 
strongest on multiplication. He can multi- 
ply a three-placi' lignre. as Cti", by a two- 
place, as TO, In six seconds; a tbrei'-phu-e hy 
a three-place, as T.'iCi by 112. In twelve sec- 
onds; and by use of a method he has de- 
vised he has inultlplle<l a four-pliice luinibei 
by a Ibree-place In less than four seconds. 
In the addition of several columns uf ng- 
ures. he Is rapid, but probably not more 
so than an e.\pert boolike.oper. 

The purpose of Investigation was to do 
lernilne how the boy could compute with 
such marvellinis swiftness. In answer !o 
the (juestloii, "Is be naturally a more rapl.l 
iblnker than other .-men'/" It was found 
he Is. not. In fact, he -Is very slow. The 
tests tbat %vere applied. to him show hlin 
to be considerably below the average In 
general quickness of mental processes. The 
sources of bis rapidity In calculation lie In 
hls.iacqulred "nblllty to, tuke long steps In 
place of many rapid ones. His memory 
stock l.s a great factor,. .and the methods 
■he has Invented expL'",lris ''u' rest. He 
knows the multlplh'ai loi- .le 'tii l.'lO, ac- 
cordingly, the siinares of jmbers to Kid; he 
knows the cubi's of niiiiihers to 2(J: and even 
lhlrty-thr-.}e powers of two nil nber.^. .\ 
thing, that largely bcliKii him l.-i that he Is 
thoroughly aciiualiited .wlMi prime and i-om- 
poslte numbers up to about l,r.0O. 1!" raTi 
In.stantly give the factors of Ihi' I'llter. Ac- 
cordingly, be la euabled loi reduce bis inul- 
tlplicatioa table of largeanumbers to the 
limit of the multiplication table of wblcii 
he Is master. He knows instantly by what 
number a given prime must be moltlpltcd 
In order to . make It an -ettsy number lo 
..manipulate. Quick as a flash the number 
has been.. manipulated, and the result Is at 
baud. 

These memories alone would give hirn 
.ereat rapidity. Hut the I'rii.ttest source of 
his rapidity Is bin use of Jjiiiuy short meth- 
ods. Of these be has llfty for nuilt Ipllra- 
tien. six fur division, six iror. aildli ion. and 
one for siibiractloii. Hy means of lliese lie 
If often !ibh' to ninlllply t- divide umnbera 
Ui two or three operailoin, .whicli In tiie 
old way oriiinarlly roi|clri' many opera- 
tlvns. Kor instance, in one of the tests he 
limit Iplled L'lti by In I wo , operations, 

and it rciinired twelve secoiuls. Another 
person did the muillpHcatlou la tv.enly-nint: ' 
ejienitlcns, and it reiiuired tw outy-elglit sec- 
onds. The average, person, then, .may be as 
rapid as Orifllth In simple quickness of 
ithoiigbt, but the boy has the iivunderfui ad- 
Tantage of hlsimnny methodH. 

This, then. Is the secret of the boy's 
power. iBut It is even the more lo ills credit. 
'l'he;Mcthod he has he has InvenUal. Some 
are npproximiit ions of algebnilc laws. Kiii't 
reijresents in the lilstory of sclcmv- a great 
di.scovcry. Tiie hoy has redlscovMod iheiii 
all for his own use. He did not k-iiow ai- 
gebrii unlll he came to Iiiillana unly.e.rHlty, 
and -^vhlle here he hai) had dlfllcuUy In 
lournlng It. This marvellous iildllty to de- 
vise sb.ort-cuts lifts tlic boy ulwve the planft 
of mere -ciciinilalors. He is a tliinker of rai e 
power, un Inventor, a discoverer. That r.lie 
rules he has discovered n-ere already kuo»-ji 
does not detract from the dlflicuity of his 
feat. Tliey iir(>re ,not JtnowRito him. Whether 
lie can turn his Inventiveness Into fields not 
so well gleanc^i, and whether he can be edu- 
cated, are questions yet to be determined. 
In the meantime his case Is of unusual Im- 
portance from a acientiflc point of view, and 
the InveHtlgntlOB stuude by Drs. LIndley and 
Hryan adds qnlU; a deal to the sura total 
of i).sychoIogIcal Jsjttowiedge. The boy will 
be kept ot Indiana university for a time, 
ami an effort will be made to properly de- 
velop him. — B. C. Toner.

THE GOVEUXMEXT. 



Two sjieeehes have b'-en deliveerd 
against the governuieut ihu-iug tlie ile- 
biite (Ui the address, and it is not too 
much to say that no administration in 
Canada ever survived such an iirraigu- 
Mient. Mr. Senilin has spoken in defenee 
Of his administration, and we do him no 
injustice when we say that a weaker 
defence was never olTered to any house. 
Indeed there was absolutely nothing in 
Ills remarlcs except his unwarrantable 
and unconstitutional threat of a dissolu- 
l!on in the event of his defeat. The spee- 
t:icle iM-esenled to the public .as matters 
now stand is certainly the reverse of 
edifying. .\ government assailed at all 
points and abs<dute!y undefended, rely- 
ing only upon the fonr.'i of its supporters 
for a majority — can anything more dis- 
creditable be imagined? ^Ye propose this 
morning to summarize what seem to be 
iho principal points so far made against 
the administration. 

' Mr. Turner, in his clear and lucid 
criticism dealt particularly with the 
' financial record of the niinislry. show- 
ing beyond tiny question that tlo' laic 
loan, ujion the alleged success ol wliii li 
the government has been pluming it- 
self, was a very badly managed pii-ce of 
business. He pointed out the iucontro- 
vortiblo fiiet that if the loan litid been 
I)laced upon the market in March, 1S!)1), 
in the regular way, in.stead of being 
hawked about from pillar to post until 
summer, par might have been ohtained 
for it. lie showed that when it linallv 
was disposed of tlin arrangement w;is one 
that does not favorably cempare :\iili a 
bargiiin made at thi' same time by .NUva 
Scotia, although up to that time lirit sh 
Oolumbia had been in the very forefront 
of colonial governments in the matter of 
credit on the Tjondon n>"v!:"'. He ::!:'!v.- 
<'il also that when the fall ui sci-nrilies 
set in last aiitunni, those of British Co- 
lumbia dropped much more than those of 
Nova Scotia, thus proving (hat urnler the 
wretclicil policy of the presiMit admini- 
s(i-alii)ii cur crcilil v.as del cricral ing 
the linancial world. One of the mailers 
associated with this loan upon which the 
government has specially prided itself 
Mas the f.act fhat the Finance .Minister 
did not to I.,ondon in connection with 
it, but Mr. ,To.'?eph Martin comphMi-ly 
■ shattered this djiini by staling uMcontr.i- 
dictcd that Mr. Cotlon had made all his 
pi-cp.ir.ations foe the trip when the Deail- 
m.-m's Island matter eaine up iind he 
w;is Dliligcd. or tliotight In-' u-;is olili'.'eil, 
ll> ri inain at Imnie. "\\'(- see no reasiiii to 
coiniilimeiiL the governineiit or congratu- 
late the province because Mr. Cotton re- 
mained at home looking after his politi- 
cal interests in Vancouver inst(>ad of tit- 
lending to his public duties as [''inaiu'e 
Jlinlster in London, for if he had follow- 
ed the course of his predecessor and gone 
to London, he might liave made iit least 
..•IS good ii b.argain for this -jiroviace as 
' was made for Xovti Sc-otia, and Ihiis 
' prpduced such an impression upon the 
•{investing public ns woiild :|iave prevent- 
"cS' the liiid slump in the value of our 
•'stock. AVe do not see Iiow intelligent 
. business men can sit in their places in 
;:£|fli6: house and vote confidence in a gov- 
J^crumcuf which has made such a'miscr<- 



able exhibition of itself as the Semlin 
ministry did in cpiinection with, the late 
loan. . " ''vt 

Mn Tuirner mad^ a strong point in re- 
gard tb the means taken to have this 

province represented in London. In re- 
ply Mr. Semlin said that the verdict of 
the people at tho general elections was 
against ..the London office. W'c deny 
this; but granting that it was so, the 
government maintained the oflice, anil 
having determined to maintain it in de- 
liance of what they claim was popular 
opinion cxpiessed at the polls, tliey 
ought to maintain it in a manner in keep- 
ing with the hnpc.rtance of the province. 
Mr. .^emlin's pusition is practically that 
the people dii-ccted that no uiiice ought 
to bo kept up in the world's capital 
they were complying with this direction 
by keeping one open in an obscure place 
His plea, "it is only a little one," will 
not be accepted. 1'he people of British 
Columbia either want no ollice in Lon 
don or they want one which will titly re 
present the province. 

Mr. Turner likewise slnnved that tin 
ministry had placed in the speech from 
the throne ami in the prospectus ol 
their loan a statement that was de 
liberatel.v false. They stated In those 
docnnuMils that there h.ad been .a r(>duc- 
tion in tax.-ition and yet tin- revenue had 
been sustained. This statement In 
proved to be wholly false, by demon 
strating that there had actually been an 
increase in taxation ami that the remi; 
siou referred to had not takiMi cITei 
when the liscal venr ended, lie showc 
that the govcrniniMit had taken inor 
inoiiey out of the people for license 
and register fees than before. Matters 
of this kind are not sensational in th 
poinilar sense of the term, but surely 
they are fnan the business standpoint. 
It is an outrageous thing that the repre 
sentativos of a province should go Into the 
money market with an untruthful pros- 
pectus. It is an ahominable and nni)r 
cedintiMl thing th;it they shiuild put an 
untruth into the mouth ot the represen 
tative of the Queen. We think the re 
conds of public affairs will be searched 



justifiable conduct.* 

Analysing the speech,. Mr. Turner cri 
ticizcd it severely foi* Its omission to re- 
fer to the great question which is dis 
turbing tho province and has during tli 
year prevented the investment of mil- 
linns of cajiilal heir. 'i"o thus igisore ; 
matter of vital concern to one of Ih 
greatest of all our industries certainly 
establishes the unfitness of the ministry 
to hold the reings of power. To his cri- 
ticisms and comleinn.atory remarks, Mr. 
Semlin scarcely went through the form 
of replying. lie evidently was of the 
opinion that his government might mis- 
manage provincial loans so as to destroy 
the credit of the province, that they 
might obtain money under fiilse pie- 
trnces in the London market, that they 
might put an untruth in the speech from 
the throne, that they might show a com 
plete disregard of the interests of tin 
province abroad unrl igm>re its most vi- 
tal concerns at home, and yet there will 
be sulllcient members of the house who 
fear to go back l:o their constituents, to 
keep him in power. 

Xec(-ssarily Mr. .Iose|di Martin In hi 
speech dealt largely with the personal 
side of the situation. Ho charged and 
liroved, that Is if a thing is to be taken 
as proved when no one, though challeng 
ed to do so, ventures to contradict it. 
that Mr. Semlin canu' into the jiremier 
ship through the grossest breach o 
faith; he charged and provml circum 
stantlally and without contradiction that 
the government In their recommendation 
of a cash sid)sidy to the Columbia 
Western were acting cciilrary Ui the ex- 
press direction of the house ami llie 
iipinions of eminent counsel consulted on 
that iioint; he asserted, and no one on 
the government side of the house dared 
deny it, that the Premier htid been tried 
and shown to la; utterly incapable of 
Idling a public olllce; he charged, and it 
was not contradicted, that Mr. Cotton's 
retention to the dual position of finance 
and public works was in direct violation 
of the understanding upon which he was 
apiiointed In the second pnsitinn; h" ex- 
pnsi>d the hollowness of the iiretensions 
of the government that it Is In favor of 
reform. In short, he made as complete 
a wreck of the government from the 
liersonal standpoinl as Mr. Turner had 
made of its financial record. After two 
such speeches, the one a careful busi- 
nesslike review of the business record of 
the administration by a business inun, 
and the other an arraignment o' its re- 
cord from tho personal standi>ninl. which 
is .always an exceedingly important ele- 
ment in politics, and also on the score of 
policy, if the verdict of the people could 
be taken It would undoid)tedly be one 
that would consign ^Ir. Semlin ai-.d his 
colleagui's to political oblivion. Surely it 
has been established beyond a shadow of 
a doubt that the gentlemen now upon 
the tr(>asury benchi>s must give way. 
'i"hcir p.ast record is indefensible, their 
fuliire i'J hn|ii'less. 'I'hcy htive shown 
that all they trust to is the threat of 
dissolution, a threat that will not influ- 
ence a sniUcicnt number of members to 
save them from the fate that cannot long 
be deferred. Moreover, 3Ir, Semlin has 
no warrant for saying that the house 
will be dissolved In the (!veiit of his de- 
fi'iil. We challenge him or any other 
member of his cabinet to state in the 
house that he has any such authority. 
Vi'c know that he cannot do so, for the 
l>ieiiteuani-( lovernor would, -.never- give 
hlin such a promise.

THE C. & W. SUBSIDY. 

If it is correct tlvtit when a railway 
company, iuc-oniioruteil in rhis province 
and entitled to a subsidy under our pro- 
vincial Jaws, ns long as it is under the 
jurisdiction of our provincial railway act, 
ceases to be under that act when it ob- 
tains a Damiulon charter, .iind hence 
forfdits its claim to tho conditional sub- 
sidy, the proposal of tlie government to 
subslilute a cash subsidy for a 1 >nd 
subsidy to the Cohinibin iV. W<>stern is 
misleading. Tho speech contains the 
statement 'that ithe Oolinnbin & W'cat- 
ern having completed its charter is en- 
titled to a subsidy of approxitnateiy 
I'.riOO.OOO acivs of land. Is this slate- 
nii-nt ti-u"';' If it is not true the pro- 
pnsaJ to give tho company caslj in Jieti 
nf land is in reality to give a cash sab- 
sidy to a completed railway, tlnrt is not 
entitled to any subsidy at all. Many 
members may he (piite ready to vote to 
give cash in lieu of land, if the coMii)any 
is entitled ito the land, who would not 
he willing to give «, dollar or an acre to 
a C5mii>any not entitled to either. This 
ciuestion must be faceil s(une tinu'. and 
wc submit tliait now is the time to fact' il, 
before the house commits itself to a po- 
sitiion from which it may 'be iimpossible 
to recede.

The flag that was buried, he says, on

ley's force, hnl was the Union .Tnck ciir- 
ri.cd Ijy t)ie ft-(th Regiinetit, whic\i was 
alniost nnnihilated on iroinK to st.roftgth- 
eti Colonel Gilden's position. 

A woman with the ill-fatod regiment 
wrapped the flag nroimd her body under 
her dreas, and took it to Pretoria, where 



it was buried by British reKidents. Col- 
onel (Mlden, however, had it dug uii, 
and lirought it home with him on going 
to the eoiuinnud nt Dover. 

Tliougli the belief prevails that the 
ling still lies interred in .\friean soil, it 
was in the possession of Colonel tiildea 
up to the tiine of his death, about a year 
ago, nnd was until recently retained by 
llie family and kept hanging over the 
iiiiiiitelpieee. 

(Colonel tiildea often declared that it 
would again float over Pretoria, and Mr. 
Campbell GiUlea, of Glasgow, one of his 
sons, has given it lo the colonel's regi- 
nieiit, the Itoyal Sools Fusiliers, who 
have it with them in Natal, and are bent 
on eiirrying it to the Transvaal onpital. 



UEMARKABLE SALVAGE OF THE 
MILWAUKEE. 

Probably the most reiniirkiible aehieve- 
nient in the line of wrecking and rebuild- 
ing to be found in maritime histor.v is 
represented by the reconstructed steamer 
.Milwaukee, which was turned out in tho 
summer of 1S09 at the yard of G. S. 
Swan & Hunter ut Wnllsend-oa-Tyne, 
Eughmd. 

The Milwaukee, n vessel of •l.S.T feet 
length nnd 56 foot beam, went ashore 
near Aberdeen iu September, 1898, a 
huge rock penetrating the hold for a 
length of 30 feet, and to a height of S 
feet above the tank top. Wlien the sal- 
vage operators saw that it wotild be im- 
possible to save the t-ntire vessel, it was 
decided to blow her In two with dyntim- 
itc. This was done sncc^ssfully, and 



ISi) feet of the fore-end was loft on the- 
l ocks, while the after end was towed tO' 
n dry-dek. 

The saved portion of tlio vessel de- 
pended for notation, until placed in tho 
dry-dock, upon a transverse watertight 
bulkhead at the forward end of the boil- 
er space. The saved portion extoiidod 
from just before the forward end of the 
navigating bridge to the stern, the en- 
gines aiul boilers being thus preserved. 
It was towed to the Tyne and moored ia 
tho I'ivor until a new bow was built, 
biuncbed, and made rea3y for connection 
to it. So well was this done that a per- 
son ignorant of the facts' would never 
know that ho WBS not looking at the ori- 
ginal bow, while even those persons who 
knew the circumstances of the case were 
unable to point out the point where the 
junctiou of the new and old portions' 
WHS made.— Wnldon Fawcett, in the En- 
gineering Magazine for January.

"Speaking about anlmnls." said .\ugiistufl 
Thomas, playwright, chatting witli a party 
nt The Lambs, "the queerest ones I ever 
came across are the mountain rats one .sees 
iit till' mines in Coionido. They are about 
as l)lg iis a wharf rat, but they have bush} 
tall like a siinlrrel, and are pets of the 
ndners. Whenever thi> luncheon hmir comes 
yi.u will .see tile fellows ciune from their 
holes or nosis, or wherever they live In tlie 
intiTvais between meals, scpiat on their 
iiaunches, and sit tliere until one of the 
miners shares his dinner pall meal witli 
them. Whatever they get of the scraps of 
that meal they sit up and eat just as a 
scpilrrel does. The miner doesn't eslst that 
would not share his meal with them. The 
rats are Intelligent and mischievous a they 
can be. and to me they always seemed im- 
bued -with a sense of humor that I never 
saw in any other animal. They are tlileves 
by nature, but their thiiwery Is peculiar. 
Now, here's a yarn about one of them, oi' 
perhaps about a colony of them. When 1 
was In Southern Colorado there was a box 
of tallow candles In the rongh cabin where 
the n>on slept. AVe got up one morning and
